DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on February 18, 2009 has been entered. 

Examiner's Comment 

The rejection of claims 40-63 under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Surcel 
et al. {Immunology, 1 994, 81:171-176, "Surcel"), in view of Sorensen et al. {Infection and 
Immunity, 1995, 63(5):17170-1717, "Sorensen"), and Hagiwara et al. {AIDS Research and 
Human Retroviruses, January 20, 1996, 12(2): 127-133, "Hagiwara"), is withdrawn in view of 
Applicant's amendments to the claims and persuasive remarks filed in the response of February 
18,2009.

Claims 40-54, 59, 60 and 62-69 are allowable.
